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CHAPTER 70. 

DEalION OF A SOLDIBB8 AND BAILOBS J[ONUJlBIrr. 

AN ACT to further provide for the erection. of a state soldiers' and 
sailors' monument. 

Be it enacted 1Yy tile General.b8emJ)lll of tlte State of Im.oa: 
SECTION 1. That so much of the. money which may come 

into the state treasury in pursuance of au act of congress 
refundinl[ to the state the amount paid to the generalllOvem­
ment under the direct tax act, approved August 5, 1861. as 
may remain after there shall have been .paid therefrom 
the amount due and payable under the constitution and laws 
of this state to the school fund thereof, together with such 
other sums as may hereafter be set apart ind appropriated 
by the legislature for such purpose, be and the same is 
hereby appropriated for the purpose of erecting a state 
soldie1'8' and sailo1'8' monument, provided that no plan or 
plans shall be adopted which shall contemplate the ex~n­
<iiture of more than one hundred and fifty thousand dolla1'8 for 
the site, monument and all expenditures in connection there­
with. 

SEC. 2. It shall be the duty of tlte Iowa Soldiers' and Sailors' 
Monument Commission as now constituted, and their SUCC8SS01'8 
in office, and they are hereby lZiven the power to secure and 
take from the grounds or lands already owned by the state of 
Iowa, known as the" old capitol," and by purchase, donation, 
or by condemnation, or in part by purchase or in part by con­
demnation) such additional ground on the east side of said old 
capitol li[I'Ounds as may: be necessary to make the frontase 
equal to the deJ?th of 8&1d site! and suitable site in the vicinIty 
of the state capItol for the erection of paid monument, the cost 
of said aite, if any there be, to be taken from moneys hereto­
fore appropriated for the erection of said monument. All the 
powers conferred by the lZeneral laws of the state for the 
taking and condemnation of J)ri vate property be and the same 
are hereby given to and conferred up-on said board of com­
missioners the same as if herein speClfically provided for and 
re-enacted; 1J'I'{YIJided further, that before the approval of any 
site selectoo the title thereto shall first be submitted to the 
attorney general of the state of Iowa and by him approved. 
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BBO. 3. The board of commissioners may make such rules Rules may be 
and regulations for the payment of money, the government adopted.

architect's plans and specifications; and shall be required to 
give bonds, with acceptable sureties in the penal sum of 10,000 
dollars, conditioned that the said working plans shall be perfect 
and complete for the purposes designed and intended, and that 
the monument shall be fully completed and finished 88 
a whole and in every part for and within the price 
estimated and fixed by such sup.arvising architect and the 
board; and which price ehall be duly stated when his s~­
cations and working plans shall be completed. And it shall 
be further understood and agreed that no extra work or 
material shall be necessary to fully complete the monument 
than the estimates set fortIi. 

SBO. 6. The board of commissioners may when necessary 
appoint a secretary, who shall take an oath to faithfully per­
form the duties of his office. He shall keep a record of the 
proceedinJ[8 of the board; shall make a record of all contracts 
and obligations; shall furnish each contractor with a copy of 
his contract marked ·'Approved by order of Board" (day and 
date), and no contract shall be valid until thus endorsed and 
delivered; he shall certify to all vouchers ordered by the board; 
shall keep a set of books 80 88 to show the financial condition 
of the fund and work; shall make yearly statements of the cost 
and expenditures and a complete list of vouchers, and for 
what purpose. and to whom raid, which reports the governor 
shall transmit to· the genera assembly at each session. The 
pay of the secretary shall not exceed seventy-five 40llars per 
month, and he shall give bond in the sum of two thousand 
dollars (12,000) for the faithful performance of his duty. All 
contracts for any purpose connected with the monument where 
the amount exceeds five hundred dollars (1500) shall be regu­
larly passed upon by the board in session, and all amonnts of 
a lesser sum than five hundred dollars may be passed. upon 
and approved by the executive committee of the board, and 
shall be recorded by the secretary in a book kept for that pur­
pose, and a copy snall be made out and certified to by the 
secretary and delivered to the other party to the contract; and 
nntil such delivery no contract shall be valid or binding on 
either party, and the secretary shall retain on proper file all 
vouchers, statements and other papers of valne to the board, 
the contractor or to the state.

SBC. 8. It shall be the duty of said commissioners to SUs;1"lalng 

appoint a supervising architect for the purpose of preparing ~n=rt ap­
specifications, details, estimates, and working .plaris for the 
erection of said monument, and to supervise the proper con-
struction of the' same, who shall give auitable bonda in the sum 
of 5000 dollars for the faithful performance of the duty of his Bond, Il008. 
office, and shaH be liable under bonds for any failure in 
Caithfully discharging the duties of his office, and for 811108888 
and damages that may be incurred on account of his violating 
any of the provisions of this act, or 011 account of his neglect 
or incapacity for the duties of his office. . He ahall reeeiv~ CompeDl&tlon.
